SKELETONS 

In the centre of the Museum at Dublin, ts sus- 
pended the skeleton of a grempus, fifteen or 
twenty feet in length. The preparations in this 
muscum are numerous and valuable ; among them 
are two rare and celebrated specimens. One of 
these is the skeleton of one Clark, a native of 
Cork, who it is said was a young man of surpris- 
ing strength and agility ; but having once laid all 
night ina field, after indulging in great dissipa- 
tion, the left part of his body began to ossify, and 
the process continued, by slow degrees, until 
every part grew into a bony substance, excepting 
his skin, eyes and entrails. His joints became 
stiffened, so that he could neither bend lus body, 
lie down nor rise up without asustance: when 
placed upright, like a statue, he could stand, but 
could not move no more than if dead. His teeth 
were joined and formed into one entire bone, so 
that it became necessary to break s hole through 
them to convey liquid substances, to preserve a 
miserable life. His tongue lost its use, and he 
sight left him some time before he expired.— 
This preparation shows the ss of this sin- 
gular instance of disease, a parallel to which is 
not perhaps to be found in any other collection.
